The School Committee present for your consideration the fol- 
lowing Report of our schools, for the year ending April 1st, 1873.

Miss Ella A. Teague, of Greenland, N. H., teacher. Length 
of school 4 months. Wages of teacher per month, $24. Whole 
number of scholars, 22. Average attendance, 18. Number of 
scholars under 5 years of age, 2. Over 15 years, 1. 

The winter term was taught in Winslow Academy. Miss 
Teague is a thorough, active, and energetic teacher. She gained 
the love and good will of her pupils. At the closing examination 
there was manifested a deportment and progress seldom exceeded 
in any of our schools. 


DIVISION No. 2. 


Summer term taught by Miss Mira J. Felker, of Tyngsborough. 
Length of school 3 months. Wages of teacher per month, $24. 
Whole number of scholars, 10. Average attendance, 9. Number 
under 5 years, 1. Over 15 years, 0. 
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This was Miss Felker’s first attempt at teaching. Under her 
guidance the scholars made good progress, and the closing examina- 
tion was creditable to both scholars and teacher, and was satisfac- 
tory to all who witnessed it. 

Winter term taught by Miss Ella A. Teague. Length of school 
3 months. Wages of teacher per month, $28. Whole number of 
scholars, 16. Average attendance, 15. Scholars under 5 years of 
age, 1... Over 15, 5; 

Miss Teague gave universal satisfaction, and fully sustained 
her former reputation.

Summer term taught by Miss Mary A. Knight, of Tyngsborough. 
Length of school 24 months. Wages of teacher per month, $24. 
Whole number of scholars, 18. Average attendance, 12. Number 
of scholars under 5 years of age, 1. Over 15 years, 0. This school 
was prematurely brought to a close on account of sickness of the 
teacher. When visited by the Committee, near the middle of the 
term, it was.in good state of progress. Winter term taught by 
Miss E. E. Merithew, of Lowell. Length of school 32 months. 
Wages of teacher per month, $32. Whole number of scholars, 20. 
Average attendance, 17. Number of scholars under 5 years of age, 
0. Over 15 years, 4. Miss Merithew is an active, energetic, in- 
telligent and systematic teacher. For thoroughness, promptness, 
accuracy and progress, her examination was truly surprising, and 
far excelled any we ever before witnessed either in city or country 
schools. ‘The specimens of map drawing presented at examination, 
showed the thoroughness with which that branch had been taught, 
and reflected credit on both pupils and teacher.

Mrs. E. E. Blanchard, teacher. Length of school 4 months. 
Wages of teacher per month, $24. Whole number of scholars, 14. 
Average attendance, 11. Number of scholars under 5 years of age» 
1. Over 15 years, 0. 

Mrs. Blanchard is an experienced and faithful teacher. Under 
her discipline the scholars made great progress, and the closing 
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examination was such as is generally seen in the best schools. 
Winter term taught at the Academy.

Miss A. A. Bancroft, teacher. Length of school 4 months. 
Wages of teacher, $24. Whole number of scholars, 12. Average 
attendance, 103. No scholars under 5 or over 15 years of age. 
Winter term taught in the Academy. Miss Bancroft is one of our 
best teachers, and always gives satisfaction wherever she teachcs. 


DIVISION No. 6. 


Miss L. Ardena Johnson, of Lowell, teacher. Length of school 
3 months. Wages of teacher per month, $24. Whole number of 
scholars, 9. Average attendance, 6. No scholars under 5 and 1 
over 15 years of age. 

There was no school kept in the winter in consequence of the 
house being torn down to build new. A portion of the scholars 
attended the Winslow School, and the rest by drawing their por- 
tion of the money attended school elsewhere. 

Miss Johnson is a first class teacher. Her scholars were 
prompt and accurate in their recitations, and showed great progress 
at the close of the term. :

Miss R. R. Butterfield, of Tyngsborough, teacher. Length of 
school 3 months. Wages of teacher per month, $24. Whole num- 
ber of scholars, 6. Average attendance 53. No scholars under 3 
or over 15 years of age. 

Miss Butterfield is a good teacher, and under her guidance the 
school made good progress. The closing examination reflected 
great credit to teacher and pupils. 

Winter term taught by Miss Helen F. Morton, of Lowell. 
Length of school 3 months. Wages of teacher per month, $28. 
Whole number of scholars, 7. Average attendance, 6. No scholars 
under 5 or over 15 years of age. 
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| Miss Morton is an excellent teacher. She preserved good 
order throughout the term, and her scholars made good progress. 
The examination was very good at the close of the term. 


WINSLOW SCHOOL. 


Mr. F. B. Davis and Miss M. &. Bennett, teachers. 

Length of school 384 months. Whole number of scholars, 71. 
Average attendance, 54. Under 5 years there were no scholars, 
and over 15 years, 23. Wages of master per month, $50. Wages 
of mistress per month, $28. 

Mr. Davis is a gentleman of fine talent, kind and obliging to 
his pupils, and although the order of the school was not as good as 
could have been wished, the school closed with a creditable examina- 
tion. ‘The scholars were prompt and accurate in their recitations. 
There were about 160 visitors during the term, and over 60 at the 
close. 

Much credit is due to Miss Bennett for the good progress of 
the part in her charge. She is one of our best teachers. 


REMARKS. 


In giving a few closing remarks we will briefly say that we 
have had as good prosperity with our schools for the year just 
closed, as could be expected. We wish to impress upon the minds 
of the parents the importance on their part of visiting the schools, 
and encouraging the teacher, by taking an interest in the progress 
of the school and the welfare of the scholars. We also wish to dis- 
claim against the practice of fault-finding on the part of parents. 
As a rule we should exercise charity towards the teachers, sur- 
rounded as they generally are with trials: and anxieties for the 
welfare of their scholars. We would recommend, as far as possible, 
regular attendance, and dispense as much as possible with tardy 
and absent marks upon the pages of the register. We would also 
recommend the employing of good teachers at a liberal compensa- 
tion, rather than indifferent ones at a lower price, remembering 
that money expended in this manner is well invested. Do we pay 
our teachers too much? Do they generally have compensation 
enough ? The teacher who means to do her duty has a most diffi- 
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cult task to perform. It involves an immense tax upon the nervous 
system, often the severest tax that can be paid, and for this she 
gets from $3.00 to $5.00 per week beyond her board. The town 
that pays its teachers best will generally have the best educated 
people; it will have the best influence in public affairs; it will 
secure the most respect abroad, it will have the smallest record of 
crime. ‘To accomplish this end we must be liberal in compensating 
our teachers, sustain them as far as proper in the performance of 
their duties, remembering that a good education, with proper train- 
ing and moral influence at home, is the very basis on which our 
republican form of government stands. Take from our youth the 
means of acquiring a good moral education, the cement of society 
is dissolved — our form of government will totter and crumble to 
pieces, and we are fast drifting toward anarchy and despotism. Let 
us then see that we have the means of giving to the young a good 
education at school, with proper moral training at home, if we 
expect peace, happiness, and prosperity, to smile upon our country.
